The Mexican children are very 
fond of the poinsettia; it means to 
them fnr more tliau merely a rich 
scarlet flower with odd-shaped oops 
initsoentei filled to overflowing 
with a honey-like substance. Its 
blooming is proof that Christmas 
Eve or "La Noche Buenna,"as they 
call it, is close at hand with its in- 
teresting celebration called "La 
Paaada." Unlike the little children 
of the United States, Mexican chil- 
ren are not tucked all snug in 
their beds at a very eatly hour, but 
are wide awake and can hardly 
wait in patience for the older folks 
to finish "La Ceua," a formal din- 
ner.

On they 
go through rooms which connect, al- 
ways sinuing, while with 
ci pat ion they wait for the opening 
of the door which hides the Chi 
Child from their longing gaze At 
last they reach the sought for door 
and there a wondtrfnl seeue greeta 
their eyes Very skillfully has the 
scene been arranged — the stable, the 
manger, the Holy Family and do- 
mestic animals of all kiuds, aud 
even wise men whose pilgrimage 
they have imitated and the star, are 
all before them. This scene is al- 
most always carried out with won- 
derful realism, in some oases the 
figures and animals closely ap- 
liing natural size; in others, 
they are small and the wonderful 
-upies a low table, so that 
the smallest child may see all 
plainly. This scene is greeted with 
veneration aud deep feeling. 

The various religious forms and 
ceremonies are carried out, and then 
away they march to take part In a 
very different sort of proceeding. 
They go again into the patio, io the 
center of which a huge paper bag 
hangs well out of reach. Iu turn 
every one is blindfolded and receives 
a cane. The one who is to make the 
attempt to strike and burst the bag, 
is tnrned about and as thoroughly 
mixed up as to locality as possible — 
just as iu our game of bliudman's 
buff, and is then told to go and 
strike. The lucky one, with a well 
aimed blow, opens to all the wait 
ing ones a goodly assortment of 
candies, nuts, toys, and trinkets, 
for which all hands are privileged 
to eoramble, and thereby gains a 
special gift.— Selected.

It was set apart to com- 
memorate the founder of the school, 
Dr. Thomas II. Gallaudet. At 9 
A.M. the entire school went to the 
Park Theatre, and saw a series of 
moving pictures of prominent deaf 
men making addresses in signs and 
giving readings in signs. Dr. E M. 
Gallaudet's signing of the story of 
l.orna Doone and describing the 
English country scenes of the story, 
perhaps one of the gieatest na- 
ture and loVe stories ever written. 
An address followed, in theme vies, 
by Rev. J. H. Cloud, of St Louis, 
about Abbe de I'Epee. And funny 
sign stories were shown, as given 
by R. P. McGregor, of the Ohio 
School. 

In the afternoon, at three o'clock, 
before an audience that filled tbe 
chapel with the two hundred pupils, 
the teachers and many graduates 
and friends, a goodly program was 
■ endered. A hymn written iu 1848 
by T. H. Gallaudet for his Chinese 
friend, Ah Wing, was given in 
signs by three girls, with almost per- 
fect time and action of signs. 
Marie Shahinion, of New Britain, 
Florence W. Lewes, of Greenwich, 
and Ruth B. Dudley, of Worcester, 
Massachusetts. Prayer by Prof. 
John B. Crane, Principal Wheeler 
then intioduced Prof. Wm. II. 
Weeks, wbo gave au exoellent ad- 
dress, an hour iu length, of the main 
facts aud events of the school's 
founder and first principal. 

It was a remarkable address, not 
only for the subject matter, but the 
noble type of deaf man represeuted 
in the lecturer himself. There was 
never a moment's hesitation in the 
presentation of fact, dates and inci- 
dents by him. While a pupil of the 
New York school, more than seventy 
years ago, Prof. Weeks had met the 
elder Gallaudet, and he described 
his peisonal appearance in a most 
Interesting detail. At the last, Dr. 
E. M. Gallaudet himself came to the 
platform and made an address, in 
which he referred to the Principal a« 
one of his boys at the college i» 
Washington who had never rebelled 
against his authority, that he had 
never thought then thnt this same 
young man would one day become 
the principal of his father's old 
school here, in Hartford. But thus 
it happened. He then spoke briefly 
of his father's career. 

Tbe day's exercises closed in the 
evening by the Job Williams Liter- 
ary Society meeting. There was » 
debate on this momentons qucationi 
"Are need let or pins the most use- 
ful?"

and vanquished In establishing the 
college at Washington and building 
it up to the state of efficiency and 
prestige which it, enjoys al the 
present day. He referred in laud- 
atory terms to Dr IVreival Hall, the 
present head of Gallainlnt College, 
aixl assured those present that 
under its comparatively 'youthful 
president, the college had made 
great strides in the line of progress. 
He cliciied tumultuous app'a >se 

when he asserted there was mm feed 
improvement even in "college 
grub." 

William G. Jones, Class of 1876, 
was the last of the speakers on the 
list of printed toasts, and he re 

sponded to " The College and its 
Graduates."

December 12, 1914 — Under the 
auspices of the Columbus Bianch 
of the Gallaudet College Alumni 
Association, tbe memory of Thomas 

Hopkins Gallaudet, the benefactor 

of the American deaf, was honored 
In a befitting manner ou his birth- 
day anniversary, December 10th. 

The exercises were held in ihe 
eveuing, at the School for the Deaf, 
and were simple throughout. 

The committee in charge of the 
affair had secured as the chief 
speaker for the occasion President 
Hall, of Gallaudel College, and it 
was a real pleasure to all to have 
him here. 'The assemblage was 
composed of the officers, teachers, 
pupils end many of the resident 
deaf of the city. 'The chapel stage 
was beautifully set, off with potted 
plants, forming a back ground, 
with trailing plants, festooning the 
large picture of Gallaudet and his 
wile, adorning each side of the front. 
Superintendent Jones, Dr. Hall, 
members of the Board of Adminis- 
tration, Davie and Starr Cald wal- 
lader, Dr. Patterson, President of 
the Bianch, and the the interpreter, 
Miss May Greener, occupied seats 
upon the platform.

Visitors to the fair can 
put up in one of these beautiful 
suburbs and come direct to the ex- 
position, on one of these systems. 
South of San Francisco are the 
peninsula suburbs, which are among 
the glories of California. Roads are 
being asphalt-paved all the way from 
San Francisco down to San Jose, 
fifty miles distant. 

In the peninsula suburbs are 
Italian Villas set in formal gardens, 
old English houses and the park-like 
scenery reminds one of old England; 
here are Spanish houses with courts 
and garden, following the traditions 
of Spains across the bay to the north 
is that wonderland — Marin County, 
which is a vast combination of 
mountain, sea and forest. Here is 
Mount Tamalpais. A scenic rail- 
road, which is said to be the crook - 
edest in the world, climbs it. Many 
of the N. A. D.'s no doubt will take 
a trip up it. 

The following is an extract from 
Street's new book, " Abroad at 
Home:" 

" With her hills, San Francisco is 
Rome; with her harbors she is 
Naples; with her botels she is New 
York; but with her clubs and her 
people she is San Francisco— which, 
to my mind, comes near being the 
apotheosis of praise. ' '

Through the kindness of Super- 
intendent Milligan, the Berkeley 
School supplied everything, with 
the exception of sugar, free to make 
the ice-cream, so a big profit was 
made on it. Thanks are due Super- 
intendent M and some of the 
teachers of the Berkeley School, for 
the great part they did in making 
the the bazaar a success — also some 
of the pupils were of great assist -
